BURKE’S COMEBACK. 
In a state overwhelmingly repub-

The Clamor. 

The terms of the Geneva protocol, 
especially in regard to the coopera- 
tion of the British fleet to back the 
League of Nations, are not whuvlly 
clear, leading newspapers of England 
declare. And with fine singleness 
of purpose the three leading parties 
dropped discussion of the protocol 
during the election. They took it cut 
of politics for the time being, because 
its purposes and aims were not clearly 


understood. On the face of it ths 
protocol looks like a step forward. It 
is a world-scheme, a plan imposing 
restraint upon all the nations. The 
League of Nations cannot be criti- 
cized for its patient and persistent 
effort to discover a system of regula- 
tiens and mutual pledges which will 
elay, or at any rate render extremely 
difficult, an ultimate appeal in inter- 
national disputes to armed force. But 
the British parties refrained from 
criticizing because of the great inter- 
ests Britain has ag stake in differ- 
ent parts of the globe and because 
as a world-scheme the protocol must 
remain inoperative as long as the 
United States does not ‘cooperate. The 
protocol could easily have been made 
an election issue. It was negotiated 
by the labor government and by Mr. 
MacDonald himself as foreign mihis- 
ter. That is why the taking out of 
politics of such a matter during a 
time when unbalanced and exagger- 
uted statements could easily bring the 
whole scheme to naught, is a superb 
act of British fair-play and a rising 
above mere partisan considerations. 
How diferent would the League of 
Nations question fare if it were not 
considered a mere party matter in 
the United States.

Fifth. The weakness of party or- 
ganizations which breaks down the 
means of getting out the vote on elec- 
tion day. 


Afi of these reasons are psychologi- 
cal exceptions.

local, men were at home on election 
and registration days They voted. 
Now more salesmen are on the read 
than formerly were. Managers go 
about from one branch of a business 
to another.

All the rest of it comes back to 
a change in mental attitude on tne 
part of the public. If party organi- 
zations are weak it is for the same 
reason that other institutions have 
lost their hold.

n 
Electrolysis—which means destroy- 
ing each hair root separately with the 
electric needle—is the best treatment 
for superfluous nair, and it is the 


only treatment which most competent 
physicians who are skin specialists 
will use for the destruction of hairs 
about the face. X-ray treatment is 
sometimes sticcessfully employed for 
the destruction of hairs on other 
parts of the body, though it is not 
without some danger and therefore 
some of the most experienced medical 
dermatologists condemn its use for 
superfluous hair in any situation. 

Another woman asks about using 
‘wax” for superfluous hair. I don't 
know just what she means, but per- 
haps it is something which sticks to 
the hairs and polls them out in one 
yank. It would be as good as a razor 
if the victim doesn’t find the treat- 
ment painful. Another woman highly 
praises the use of pumice stone, which 
she declares will keep the face free of 
the disfiguring hairs and not stimu- 
late the hairs to heaviemy growth. 

The woman whose mental tranquil- 
lity is disturbed by coarse hairs on 
her face is entitled to the most care- 
ful treatment the condition can have. 
She should give beauty parlors and 
quack dermatologists a wide berth 
and as for the innumerable nostrums 
which purport to “destroy” super- 
fluous hair, it should stand to reason 
that if any such preparation or ap- 
plication really could do so, the elec- 
tric needle would go out of use alto- 
aaah for no physician, I am sure, 
ikes to give such treatment—it is as 
tedious to the doctor as it is disagree- 
able to the patient. Reputable physi- 
cians employ the electric needle in 
suitable cases of superfluous hair only 
because they feel it their duty to give 
that service to the patient so afflict- 
ed. I know how | felt about this 
treatment when | gave it in my own 
practice—and [I needed the business, 

I have warned girls and young 
women against the mistake of at- 
tempting to remove or destroy the 
natural down that covers’ every 
woman’s face. This down is practi- 
cally invisible, but perhaps the appli- 
cation of irritants tends to stimulate 
a heavier growth, and that is one 
reason why ill advised young women 
should be a little more wary of com- 
plexion “beautifiers.” 

Electrolysis in skilled hands is one 
of the best means of removing moles 
and obliterating the dilated venules 
which often occur upon nose or 
cheeks. Its use is a surgical proce- 
dure and demands the knowledge and 
skill of the physician.

Answer—-Sorters or others who 
handle the clothing before it is wash- 
ed may be exposed to a risk of septice- 
mia {simple blood poisoning) from 
infection of any scartches or abrasions 
on their hands by soiled clothing, but 
not syphilis: Laundry work, in faet, 
is safe work so far as any such risk 
is concerned. The soap and water, 
bailing and general use of chlorin in 
laundries sufficiently disinfect the 
clothes. Statistics of the infectious 
disease rate. among laundry workers 
offer some support to the theory that 
the use of chlorin about laundries 
renders such workers less susceptible 
to infectious disease than the general 
} population |

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Editor Constitution: Allow me to 
express my hearty commendation, in 
the main, at least, of your leading edi- 
torial following the national election 
entitled “The Result.” 

The democratic party suffered its 
crushing defeat of last Tuesday be- 
cause it has left its ancient moorings 
and has deserted its old-time funda- 
mentals. It has gradually gotten 
itself in a position where it is neither 
radical enough for the radicals nor 
conservative enough for the conserva- 
tives, as it has straddled practically 
every important question and has 
stuud for practically nothing. 


It has undertaken to throw sops 
to those elements vf our population 
that desire a socialistic and paternal- 
istic government, but it has not 
thrown envugh to satisfy those ele- 
ments, but merely enough to shake 
and destroy the confidence of the con- 
servative elements everywhere. 

It has not, apparently, carried a 
single state outside of the south, and 
few thoughtful persens fail to real- 
ige that the seuth would not have 
been so different from the balance of 
the country but for the fact that it is 
bound to the very name of the dem- 
ocratic party by the traditions of its 
history and its suffering and by the 
chains of its race problem. 

But for these considerations, pe- 
culiar to the south, it is doubtful if 
the democratic party could, on last 
Tuesday, have carried a single state 
in the republic. That situation is all 
the more remarkable because the pres- 
ent administration and the republican 
party went into this contest handi- 
capped by exposures of administra- 
tive graft and dishonesty unparalleled 
in the history of American politics. 

: Time for Study. 

Since our responsible leadership has 
failed se signally it has become an 
absolute necessity for the democratic 
masses everywhere ta begin to con- 
sider the question, “What is the mat- 
ter with the democratie party?’ and 
once they found out what is the mat- 
ter with it, to put it right; otherwise 
it will not live through many more 
such “contests.” 

Uur party occupies today a position 
perilously close to that occupied by 
the “liberal” party in Great Britain. 

Kleven years ago the liberal party 
won one of the most notable triumphs 
in the history of English politics. If 
had, following a gesteral election, a 
majority of more than three hundred 
and fifty seats in the house of cor- 
mons out of a total membership of 
615. In the recent English election 
it barely managed to hold forty seats, 
being almost exterminated at the polls, 
Why? Because in eleven years lib- 
eral leadership had gradually aban- 
doned and deserted, one by one, all of 
the great fundamentals of the liberal 
faith. It had abandoned its proud 
maxim, one of the terse epigrams of 
freedom, “Self-government is better 
than good government.” It had lost 
public respect and destroyed popular 
confidence by its infidelity to its own 
principles, by its constant embrace 
of every nostrum and “ism” that 
seemed to promise temporary popu- 
larity, and by constantly straddling 
the fence, particularly after the war, 
in the great battle that was raging in 
Britain between the forces of con- 
servatism and radicalism. It had be- 
come too conservative for the radicals 
and tov radical for the conservatives. 

Consequently, in the recent English 
election, the liberal party practically 
passed away. 

The American counterpart to this 
picture can easily be found in our own 
recent election. 

The Real Tenets of Democracy. 

The great founders and leaders of 
the democratic party gave to this coun- 
try its ‘‘Declaration of Independence.” 
Its latter-day leadership has sought 
to surrender it by embracing interna- 
tionalisia. The olden democtatic lead- 
ership gave us the “Monroe Doctine” 
—“America for Americans,” with 
its necessary corollary, “Europe for 
Europeans.” Our recent democratic 
“leadership” has sought to weaken, if 
not to entirely abandon that doctrine 
by proposing that we shall enter the 
French-English “League of Nations.” 

Old-time democratic leadership gave 
us the constitution of the United 
States, based on certain great funda- 
mental principles of government. Ke- 
cent demthocratic “leadership” has 
helped to make of that constitution 
by amendments a crazy patchquilt of 
inconsistent principles, inconsistent 
with each other and incorsistent with 
the great fundamentals on which the 
constitution itself rests. Our demo- 
eratic fathers taught us to believe in 
\local self-government, and in the sov- 
ereignty af the several states. JL atter- 
day democratic “leadership” has con- 
tinuously and consistently joined in the 
systematic assaults of radicalism upon 
this great fundamental, as it aided in 
taking away from the control of the 
states, to lodge in an already over-cen- 


tralized federal government, such pure- 
ly local functions as the 


of liquor, anc the determination of the 
qualifications of the electorate of 
several states, and in the pro 
control: by federal authority of the 
bor” of all persons under 18 years of 


age. 

All of these cha in our consti- 
tution, fundamentally uusound, have 
impaired and destroyed the sovereign 
powers of the states, have been in de- 
nial of local self-gove-nment, have im- 
paired the rights and liberties of the in- 
dividual citizen, and have combined to 
create at Washington and throughout 
the country a mighty federal bu- 
reaucracy that threatens both the liber- 
ties and purses of people. 

The democ:atic party oi Jefferson 
and of Jackson, of our fathers, was 
the party of “strict construction” of 
the constitution, steadfastly and stren- 
uously opposed to the stretching of the 
federal power in any direction. 

The Party as It Is Today. 

Is the democratic party of today, as 
“led” at present, true to that prin- 
ciple? 

The democratic party of Jefferson 
and of Jackson was ..e party of local 
self-government. It upheld the rights, 
powers aud duties of the states.

In recent years, the democratic 
“leadership” of this country has been 
conspicuous mainly for the constancy 
and persistency with which it has 
demonstrated its infidelity to every 
one of these great democratic funds- 
mentais. There are few, if any, occu- 
sions when the majority of its mem- 
bership in the two houses of con- 
gress has not tumbled over each 
other in their eagerness and haste to 
grab every nostrum and “ism,” how- 
ever violative of democratic funda- 
mentais, that seemed to promise tem- 
porary popularity for themselves, or 
seemed to give them an opportunity 
to fool their constituents into voting 
for them once more. 

But, I am not assailing the deuio- 
cratic party—far from it—I am try- 
ing to help save it.

BARBER SHOP LAWS 
WILL BE ENFORCED 
AFTER JANUARY 1 


Announcement was made Friday 
afternoon at the office of the state 
board of barber examiners that, after 
January 1 next, all persons found vio- 
lating the regulations and laws for 
operation of barber shops, hair dress- 
ing establishments, beauty parlors, 
etc., will be vigorously prosecuted to 
the full extent of the law. 

It has been the policy of the board 
hitherto, it was stated, to act largely 
in an educational capacity, instructing 
thuse subject to its jurisdiction in vhe 
laws and the manner in which they 
could comply with them. Now, hew- 
ever, it is felt that every opportunity 
has been given for a full knowledge of 
these laws on the part of all those 
concerned and, beginning with the new 
year, a determined effort will be made 
to wipe out all violations. 

It was also pointed out that all per- 
sons, regardless of race or sex, oper- 
ating beauty parlors, barber shops or 
hairdressing establishments in their 
homes, came under the scope of tie 
law and the jurisdiction of the board.

Lunch and tea rooms are both re- 
munerative and amusing to run, and 
they are popular both in the country 
and the city. The enormous numbe# 
of automobiles in America has made 
them a very important part of the life 
of the country. Their advantage is 
that whether they are run simply or 
elaborately, they can be equally at- 
tractive. 

For instance, I know of a tea room 
in New York that is run entirely by a 
mother and daughter. The place is 
small, but though very snaple is amaz- 
ingly charming. There is one room in 
an old basement, with a fireplace, 
two windows and two doors; one the 
entrance, the other leading back to the 
kitchen and little pantry. The win- 
dows are made inviting and charming 
from the outside as well as the inside, 
by pots of flowers and delightful old 
patchwork curtains. ‘rhe fireplace, 
with its old pots and pans and fire 
irons, begs one to come in and sit 
down. The tables have quaint checked 
covers, 

The whole place radiates intimacy 
personality. ‘The daughter, a 
charming person, waits on the table, 
and if some of her friends are there 
and she hasn’t much to do, will play 
the ukelele and sing. The mother 
does the cooking (simple but very 
good), and anyone who has been there 
more than once will want to go back 
to the kitchen and chat with her. It 
is without doubt one of the most 
charming places I have ever been in, 


and yet the outlay is small and no pre-| 
tense of any kind is ever made. But | 
there is taste and individuality and} 


these two things will invariably make 
a place for themselves. 

Many people who run tea or lunch 
places in the country, have a shop in 
connection with them. How finan- 
cially successful these are I cannot 
say. J] suppose they might work two 
ways. tither the shop attracts peo- 
ple, who then stop and have something 
to eat, or they originally stop to eat 
and then perhaps buy something. How- 
ever, | would say that generally it is 
better to concentrate on one or the 
other. A really good tea or lunch- 
foom needs nothing added to it and 
vice versa. As a rule, the shops con- 
nected with lunch rooms are pretty 
poor things. 

I heard the other day of a woman, 
who has built up an enormously suce- 
cessful business, that of teaching wom- 
en to run tea and lunch rooms. She 
learned the art originally by running 
a successful one herself; in fact, is 
running three at the present moment. 
She then decided to impart to others 
the knowledge she had gained through 
experience. She does this now either 
by a correspondence course of twelve 
leseons, or by classes in New York. 

There are a number of advantages 
to a tea or lunch room as a business. 
In the first place, it can be run in 
your own house, if you must be home 
with your family; in the second place, 
age is no handicap provided you are 
strong enough to cook and supervise 
it, and in the third place, anyone can 
make a success of it if she is a good 
cook and makes her place reasonably 
attractive. The decorations need en- 
tail only a very small expenditure ot 
money, as the simple thing in the tea 
room is what attracts. This is a busi- 
ness that is open to everyone and is 


one of the safest ventures I know of.

Rales Given Farmers 
According to Mr. Jordan, the asso- 
ciation has adopted a simple rule of 
procedure—the application of good 
farming methods under an intensive 
system of culture. 

“The cotton acreage must be re- 
stricted to not exceeding eight to ten 
acres to the plow,” he said. “The 
balance of the land cultivated per 
plow must be planted in food crops 
to make the farm self-suppocting and 
build up a system of agriculture in 
the south which wil’ make the farm- 
ers self-sustaining and relieve the cot- 
ton income from the entire burden. 

“Rotation must be practiced to 
change the cotton land on the farm 
each year, and by growing grain and 
leguminous crops on the balarce, 


build up and maintain the natural 


fertility of the soils. Plow your cot- 
ton stalks up as soon as the crop 
is harvested so as tu kill weevil 
larvae and force the adult insects 
out of the field. All hedge rows and 
stumps should be burnei after frost 
as bell weevils have extreme diffi- 
culty in finding safe winter quarters 
on a clean, well-kept farm, with year- 
ly rotation of crops.”
